CONSTITUTION: A character kind decision part 3 decides a character kind corre- 

sponding to the 1st candidate of each recognition result and a recognition result 
display part 4 displays a character string which is the 1st candidate of the 
recognition result. At this time, alphanumeric characters, HIRAGANA (cursive 
form of Japanese syllabary) and KATAKANA (square form of Japanese sylla- 
bary) characters, and KAN J I (Chinese character) are displayed while underscored 
with a dotted line, a full line, and a double full line respectively according 
to the decision result of the character kind. An operator finds misrecognition 
visually by using the displayed character string and character kind information 
added thereto. Thus, the character kind information added to each displayed 
character is used as a clue to find that a character is misrecognized as a charac- 
ter to which character form is similar, and the error is easily corrected.

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PURPOSE: To improve visibility and to simplify a device by displaying only 
characters which enters a visual field with the same character form at all 
times. 

CONSTITUTION: A one-digit segmenting circuit 9' and a one-character segmenting 
circuit 11' output the bits of information on the X and Y coordinates of a 
segmentation position to a display part 17 respectively. The recognition result 
of a character recognizing circuit 13 is sent to a display processing circuit 
17 as well as a format check and processing by an output control part 14, 
and the display processing part 17 displays a display unit corresponding to 
the recognition result R at the position of the X and Y coordinates on a display 
device 18. Thus, the recognition result R of the character sensed by an image 
sensor 6 is displayed on the display device 18 at the position corresponding 
to its position in the visual field of the image sensor. Consequently, an operator 
knows immediately whether or not a read object is in the visual field of the 
image sensor by looking at the display device 18.

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PURPOSE: To prevent a card from having a play and to perform a stable reading 
and writing processing by sandwiching and fixing the inserted card with its 
front and rear parts by a card locking mechanism and a 1st pusher mechanism, 
and sandwiching and fixing the card with the right and left parts by a 2nd 
pusher mechanism and a side wall. 

CONSTITUTION: A card detection lever 17 is provided as the 1st pusher mecha- 
nism which serves to press the card for fixation and push out the card for 
returning, and pressed and fixed so that the card 12 is sandwiched with the 
front and rear parts by a card lock claw 24 at the rear edge side facing the 
pusher mechanism. Further, a side control lever 32 as the 2nd pusher mechanism 
is arranged at the inner part which communicates with a card insertion slit 
13 and one edge of the card 12 inserted to a card processing part 14 is pressed 
by a side control lever 32 to sandwich and fix the card with the side wall 
31. Consequently, the card 12 is prevented completely from having a play and 
the card 12 is read and written stably. 
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
